The 
armoacement has been reccived with 
the greatest degree of satisfaction here 
and reports show that it has becn joy- 
fully received throughout the whole 
province, The Liberals quete this 
latest announcement as absolute proof 
of Premicr Seott’s etatement that the 
liné would be proceeded with at once, 
which etatement Mr, Haultain’s fol- 
lowers have been referring to nightly 
ae “bosh.” 


Admits Its Telling Effect. 


Even the Haaltain supporters now 
admit that the pronouncement for the 
immediate construction of the line will 
tell heavily in favor of the govera- 
ment in Friday's voting and the Con- 
servatives are openly regretting the 
delay policy adopted by Mr. Haultain 
on the Hudson Bay railway question. 
The enthusiasm in the Liberal ranks 
is running higher daily and there is 
the greatest confidence in Friday’s re- 
sult exhidited on every band. The 
Liberal organizers maintain that the 
Seott government will have a major- 
ity of at least teh in the new legis- 
lature and from the reports being re- 
ceived they declare they would not be 
surprised if there was a regular land- 
slide against Haultain on Friday. 

The Liberal chances in the constitu- 
encies outside of those marked safe 
for the government are reported to be 
improving daily and despite the im- 
part te of campaigners of the Gerrie, 

chizier and Lyons type by the Con- 
Servatives, the vote in the northern 
constituencies is expected to go almost 
solidly Liberal, 


Premier is Confident, 


Premier Scott is confident of the re- 
turn of the government by a large ma- 
jority. Reports from the other three 
ministers in the cabinet also indicate 
that they have found etrong support 
wy the government in the many parte 
ef the province where they have visit- 
ed. Reports at the Liberal headquart- 
ers show that the, force of Manitoba 
Conservatives: has been considerably 
augmented by new arrivals within the 
past fow days. Darby, an organiser 
from Winnipeg, is said to have been 
sent into the northern constituencies 
by the Haultain party, 


Supporting Haultain's Delay Policy. 


_ Alberta Conservatives ure also flock- 
ing into the province, indicating tliat 
the deicat of Premier Scott and his im- 
mediate construction policy of the 
Hudson Bay railway is the greatest de- 
sire of the Conservative party through- 
out Canada. The Alberta Conserva- 
fives now in the province are Candi- 
date Root of the Red Deer cons: itu- 
ency, A, W. Taylor, president of the 
Edmonton Conservative association, F. 
Morrison, Conservative candidate 
for Vermilion, J. D. Hyndman, Con- 
Servative candidate for Edmonton, 
Publicity is being given here to the 
manner in which bk.

Interviewed by a Bulletin represen- 
tative, premier Rutherford stated that 
while in the east he had attended: the 
torcentenary at Quebee in July. He 
Was very much impressed by the dis- 
play and ceremonies and character- 
iszed the celebration as a splendid 
affair in every particular, His Royal 
Highness, the Prince of Wales, and 
Field Marshal Lord Roberts were the 
principal figures at the tercentenary. 

he troops from Western Canada, 
which took part in the elaborate mili- 
tary review at Quebec, were greeted 
with great applause. They were bet- 
fer trained as well as better motntéd 
than the troops from the east. 

Speaking of the crop situation, the 
premier said that throughout the weet 
the crops were looking in excellent 
shape and gave promise of a great has- 
vest, In Ontario the harvest was well 
under way when he was there.

Sydney, N.8., August 11.—After 4 
three weeks’ session of the concilia 
tion board at Sydney mines a settle- 
ment has been reached between the 
Nova Scotia Stecl & Coal Company 
and its employees. By the terms of 
the agreement the previous rate in 
colliery No, 3 is reduced as follows: 
Machine men, one-half cent per ton; 
spot firers, one cent per ton; narrow 
work, five cents per ton. By this 
means a saving is effected of about 
$550 a mouth, to which the company 
agrees to add $300 per month. This

A force of about 2,500 men ie at 
present employed by the firm of Foley 
Welch & Stewart on the G.T.P. grade 
west of Edmonton, the larger propor- 
tion of these being between this city 
and the Pembina river, H. J, Fetter, 
superintendent of consrtuction, on 
this part of the G.T,P, line, who is in 
the city to-day, stated to a Bulletin 
representative that the grade as far 
West as the Pembina river would be 
completed and ready for stee) laying 
before the frost stopped grading oper- 
ations, 

Mr, Fetter has just returned from 
the G.T.P. line east of Edmonton, He 
stated that Foley, Welch & Stewart 
have practi@@fly completed grading 
operations vast of monton to the 
Battle river. They. have closed their 
office at Hardisty, and have moved 
all their grading gangs to that part 
of the line west of the Pembina river. 
There still remains a fifteen mile con- 
tract in the Beaver Hills, parts of 
which are not yet completed, Con- 
tractor Jackson haa charge of this 
work, und Mr, Fetter estimated that 
it would easily be completed in about 
six weeks, some time beiore the G. T. 
VP were ready to lay steel, 

Mr. Fetter leaves to-day 
West to superintend grading opera- 
tious there, The Canadian Wh'te 
Company. have, an eight mile grating 
contract west of here, and haye sent 
out a number of men and teams. Mr. 
Alfred, manager of that company, is 
now in Saskztoon forwarding the rest 
of his outfit to engage on this work, 


ALBERTA SUFFERED 
LEAST FROM DROUGTH 


Statement of Condition of Field Crops 
Issued by Census and Statistics 
Office—Western Wheat Yield Es- 
timated at Over One Hundred Mil- 
lion Bushels. 


‘or the 


11—The following 
etatement condition of field 
crops and live stock in Canada is 
given out by the census and statistics 
office: The heat and drought of July 
have lowered the condition of the field 
crops all over Canada, but less in On- 
tario and Alberta, than elsewhere, be- 
cause the ripening season in these pro- 
pinees has been earlier, Measured on 
a basis of 100 for standard condition, 
being a fall crop of good quality, wheat 
fel! during the month from 84 to 76, 
oats from 90 to #1, barley [rom 83 to 
40, rye from 92 to 78, peas from 82 to 
79, mixed grains from #4 to 81, and 
hay ang clover from 87 to 82, Beans 
alone have not detwiorated, their con- 
dition at the end of the month was 75 
per cent, or more than at the end of 
June. Other crops show conditions 
for the end of July of 78 for potatoes, 
75 jor turnips, 73 for sugar beets, 75 for 
other roots, 77 for husking corn and 
83 for fodder corn. 

It was too early at the end of June 
to give estimates of the production for 
the Lower Provinces and. British Co- 
lumbia, but from reports of corres- 
pondents in Quebec, Ontario, Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Aiverta the 
yields of wheat, oats, barley aud hay 
and clover are computed to be as 
shown in the following table :—

iis Principal Reason Aévanced By 
Alderman Lee For Union of Ed- 
montoa and Strathcona, 


-——— 


The question of a union of the mu- 
nicipalities of Edmonton and Strath- 
cona is assuming » posiiton of im- 
portance in jhe two cities, The pro- 
Veal for a probable union was first 
wrought to the public attention some 
days ago by Harry Wilson, of Strath- 
cona, whose letter which appeared in 
The Bulletin suggested thai a joint 
committee chosen ftom the two cities 
be appointed to discuss the details 
and submit proposals to the city 
councils of the two municipalities. 
The scheme has taken more tangible 
shape this week by a notice of a reso- 
lution gre last night by Ald. Lee 
in the Edmonton City Council to the 
effect that acunion would be of mutual 
advantage to both cities, and extend- 
iug an invitation to the citizens of 
Strathcona through their Mayor and 
Council to consider the tensibility of 
uniting the two into one municipal- 
ily. It is also suggested that the 
Mayor and Counci! cf Strathcona be 
asked to appoint a committee of three 
to meet a like cominittee from the 
Edmonton council to consider such a 
proposition, and if possible submit a 
plan of union that might prove ac- 
ceptable and satisfactory to the rate- 
payers of both cities, 
he resolution will come up at next 


regular meeting of the Edmonton 
council, Ald. Lee this worning, 
speaking to the Bulletin, outlined 


some of the benefits that would’ re- 
sult from the proposed union, 
Economy in Management. 

“1 have considered the question for 
some time,” he said, ‘‘more especi- 
ally from the fimancial aspect and 
point of economy in civic manage- 


ment, The interests of the — two 
cities are  identica:. pieh = city 
owns its water and electric 


light plants, and Edmonton is now 
constructing a street railway in both 
cities, If all these public utilities can 
be brought under one management, it 
would certainly greatly reduce the 
cost of operation. 

“If both cities were under one mu 
nicipal government they ,could be 
managed jointly much cheaper than 
at the pregent time. 

Dsbentures Would Geil Higher. 

“Another great advantage to be 
gained,” continued Ald, Lee, ‘would 
be in the sale of debentures. which 
would command a much higher price 
than is realized by cither Edmonton 
or Strathcona at the present time, 

“There is of course an immense 
amount of detail to be worked out, 
and this would devolve upon the joint 
committee if the Strathcona people 
view the scheme with favor. A union 
would undoubtedly mean an inerease 
in the new council which would be 
composed of at least twelve  mem- 
bers." 

On a suggestion that the ward sys- 
tem would necessarily be adopted, 
Alderman Lee expressed the opinion 
that generally he was not in favor 
of the ward syétem, but in this case 
it might ‘be necessary, At any rate 
Struthcona would have to get repre- 
sentative by pan would them mesce 
sentation by population, 

The alderman urged many other 
benefits and conditions that would go 
to make a union practicable. In the 
matter of communication between the 
two cities there is need for another 
central bridge, and this could — be 
much more easily decided upon by a 
joint municipality, Then again the 
interests of many of the citizens are 
equally divided between Edmonton 
and Strathcona, Strathcona men owrf- 
ing much Edmonton real estate and 
Edmonton men being large property 
holders on the southern side of the 
river,

He is taking a trip through 
the West sizing up the crop situation, 
and will return to Montreal over the

Mr. Carruthers is one of the best 
known financiers in Eastern Canada 
and is rated as several times a mil- 
lionaire. He takes a trip west oc 
casionally, and upon his return haa 
generally completed several large 
deals of various kinds, involving 1 
large amount of money. 

A Satistactory Crop. 

Seen by a Bulletin representative 
this morning, Mr. Carruthers said be 
had been examining into the crop 
conditions in the West, and he found 
ibat everything pointed to a 
satisfactory harvest this year. 
firm depended to a large extent on 
the crop reports from Winnipeg from 
reliable grain companies, such as the 
Ogilvie Milling Company, Through 
Southern Manitoba and in some parts 
of Saskatchéwan and Alberta harvest 
had already started and would be 
general throughout the West next 
week. While in such a large area of 
country it was only natural that some 
sections should be affected by drought 
and hail, the majority of the crop 
would yield well.

Your correspondent finda that the 
farming community of Cardston’ is 
composed of farmers and agriculturists. 
According to a local <ictionary a# 
farmer is one who makes his money 
on the farm and «pends it in the city 
and an agriculturist is ove who makes 
his money in the city and apende it 
on the farm. These two classes are 
well represented, Within the paet 
two years the fame of the diatrict has 
6pread abroad and by this time all the 
available land has been bought up and 
large areas are devoted to the raising 
of wheat, In many eases the holder 
works the land himself but there are 
many instances where the land is 
worked by day laboy while the agrieul- 
turist ia attending to business inter- 
ests in other directions. This state of 
affairs is the result of the many ex- 
cursions that are made to the Card- 
ston district from the central and 
Western tates across the line. The 
rule seems to be that all who. have 
an opportunity of viewing the Card- 
ston crops make an investment in 
land if they can possibly do so. The 
Minnesota editors visited the distriet 
and one bought a section. of land on 
the spot and others wished that journ- 
alism were more remunerative ao that 
they could have done likewise, 


An Asgriculturist's Opinion. 

Jas. M. Tanner, a promitent Jaw- 
yer of Balt Lake City” styles binteots 
an agviculturist. For the greater part 
of the year he hand'es briefs for Utah 
clients but by the month of August 
he strikes for the Cardston distric} to 
jlook after his farm, “T consider Cird- 
ston one of the finest wheat districts 
in the world,” says Mr. Tanner. ‘‘In 
all my travels through the wheat 
countries of the world I have never 
seen a district where the soil will 
stand more abuse or where the laws 
of nature may be yiolated with greater 
impunity.” Mr. Tanner, who formerly 
Was president of the Utah Btate Agri- 
cultural college, says that he never 
saw euch fine looking wheat fields ae 
there are in the Cardston district this 
year, 

“The soil has been given the mini- 
mum amount of preparation and yet 
the growth has been marvellous,” 

The greater portion of the Cardston 
farm lands lie east of the St. Mary’s 
river and comprise an area about fif- 
teen miles long, by five miles wide, 
stretching almost to Spring Coulee. 
There are no petty holdings ‘here. The 
average farmerowns from 2,000 to 3,000 
acres, and has probably 00 or 1,000 
acres under cultivation, A few years 
ago no one thought of raising wheat 
in thie district. It was a rancherte 
country and the rancher got the land 
for a song. Today it is worth from 
$20 to $30 per acre. When ‘the Alberta 
Raiiway and Irrigation company open- 
I" 1 up the jine from Lethbridge to 
Cardston, the rancher tarned to farm- 
ing and now a five hundred acre 
wheat field is a common sight. 


A Progressive Farmer. » 

An opportunity was given your eor- 
respondent today to visit this great 
wheat belt, A few miles from Card- 
ston is the farm of T, H, Wolfard, the 
well known vice-president of the A. 
F. A. Mr. Wolfard is one of the old- 
est settlers of the district and finds 
the greatest enjoyment in life in the 
contemplation of ‘his farm. In past 
Years he has won many prizes in farm 
crops and seed grain competitions. His 
field of winter Wheat this year is most 
luxuriant in stalk and ‘head, Mr. 
Fairfield, superintendent of the ex- 
perimental farm at Lethbridge, has 
recently been judging the wheat flelds 
of the Cardston distiset in conneetém 
with the standing fleld crops competi- 
tion gn awarded the first prize to 
Mr. Wolfard.

Mr, And- 
erson has raised wheat on his farm 
for many years to eupply Me local dk 
mand and has averaged 40 bushels 
to the acre. Messra. Stoddart, Thomas 
Duce, J. A. Hanmer, Perry and tie 
Pilling Bros., have record wheat fields 
this year and are in the midst of har- 
veeting. 

‘ The Estimated Yield. 

It is very difficult to estimate what 
the yield of wheat in the Cardeton dis- 
trict will be this year, Last vear a 
total of 149.400 bushels of grain was 
ehipped from here, but the percentage 
of wheat will probably be very much 
Jarger than last year’s total shipment. 
It is estimated that 750,000 bushels of 
wheat can easily be grown in this dis- 
trict. The great amount of fresh 
breaking that was done this year and 
the sowing that has been done this 
month, shows that the trend of the 
farmers is more and more towards the 
production of winter wheat. Spring 
wheat gives excellent crops on the 
merest pretense of preparing the seed 
bed and yet too frequently the grain 
is nipped by the early froets. No see- 
ret ie made of this danger here for its 
effect and the remedy are too widely 
known. ’ 

The Oat Fieids. 

Oats are very deceptive this  vear. 
Owing to the wet weather followed by a 
continued dry spell their growth 
been #tunted. This grain, however, is a 
sort of alien to the Cardston soil. It is 
not given much consideration in the soil 
cultivation yet the yield is generally 
from 70 to 80 bushels per acre. The oat 
hagds are well filled this year in spite of 
the shortness of the stalks and mére 
than an average crop is expected, At the 
present time the oat granaries are being 
emptied to make way for the record 
yield of wheat, 

The growing of alfalfa to serve as a 
wiater fodder for stock is becoming quite 
general. T. H. Wolford and Leavitt 
Bros. have taken off record crops this 
year and the second crop is very favor. 
able, Soil from these fields which are 
sufficiently inoculated is being transfer- 
red to other fields and next year wil} 
show a much larger area. J. W. Wolfe 
will sow forty acres to alfalfa next year. 
This is the development in a country 
where ten years ago the growing of al- 
falfa was thought impossible, 

Reasons for a Heavy Yield, 

The splendid crops this year may be 
attributed to a variety of causes. Many 
are adopting more careful methods of 
farming and summer fallowed last year

Faulty Construction, 

Building Inspetor MeKinnon  pre- 
sented a report to the council deal- 
ing with the consiruction of buildings 
in the city, the methods employed by 
contractors being termed faulty, In 
‘via report he says: 

“1 would respectfully 
attention to the faulty method of 
constructing buildings in this city, 
hat there might be a section em- 
bodied in the new building by-law, 
which would prevent the loose man- 
ner in which some of our best build- 
ings are consirneted, 

1 refer particularly to brick and 
stone buildings, the walls being built 
up beyond the level of the floors and 
spenings left for jeista or beams in 
the walls. In some cases the walls 
are continued the full height before 
he joists or beams ary placed in 
nosition. By constructing a build: 
ing in this mannei, it loses the com- 
bined strength of the beams and 
walls as each part acts almost in-

We can get no particulars of items 
debited to this account other than 
pay-sheet items and these throw ao 
light on the matter. There seems t» 
be no remedy other than to charge the 
$476.61 to revenue. 

Boulevarding Adjustment. 

The adjustment of the cost of boule- 
varding and grading Third street and 
grading McKay avenue was dealt 
with in the following repert from the 
commissioners, which was approved. 

The total cost of these three pieces 
of work, which were included in one 
contract, was $4,669.02, which, with 
one year’s interest at 6 r cent. 
amounts to $4,891.97. Of this amount 
$4,481.84 wns assessed against the 
boulevard; $104,638 against Third 
street grading and $141.12 against Me 
Kay avenue grading, leaving a balanc. 
of $164.43 to be assessed this year. 

80 far as your commissioners are 
able to learn, no work was done vn 
McKay avenue between First — and 
Third streets, yet the property abutt 
ing.on this part of McKay avenue, 1% 
well a& five lots on the west side of 
First and 260 feet on the east side of 
First street, were assessed for the 
work. Though the work was not 
done, the full contract price was paid 
and as a city official was se ery 
for passing estimates for work which 
was not done it seems only fair that 
the municipality should bear a share 
of the cost. We would recommend 
that $350 be borne by the city. 

It also appears to us that the ap 
portionment of cost to these various 
works was not according to the amount 
of work done, After careful . con- 
sideration and investigation we would 
recommend that the cost be appor- 
tioned, as follows:

New York, Aug. 11—Bronson How- 
ard, dean of American dramatic play- 
wrights, died yesterday at a) hy 
the-Sea, Bronson Howard was born in 
Detroit in 1842, and was th son of a 
former mayor of Michigan ity, Like 
most men in his profession, he began 
his career in a newspaper office, being 
a reporter on the Detroit Free Press. 
He came to New York in the late 
sixties, and worked on the Tribune 
with Horace Greeley. Later, he was 
with the Gazette, and was among those 
who started the Mail on a day's notice, 
after a row in the Gazette office.

HAILSTONES A FOOT DEEP. 
On Streets of Tottenham, an Ontarie 
Town—A Terrific Sterm. 


Totienham, Aug. 11—The worst wind, 
hail and rain storm that has ever been 
known in these parts atrack Tottenham 
at 5 p.m. today, lasting half an hour. It 
was about three niiles in width, starting 
about three miles east. The hailstones 
were as large as plums, and when the 
water carried them down the  atreete 
they were piled about a foot high. Hun- 
dreds of windows, including those in the 
churches, were demolished, Light build- 
ings were moved on their foundations, 
trees were blown down, many of them a 
foot through were broken off.

Upon making enqnir- 
ies at the public works department I 
find that there was a very small am- 
ount of work done by the granite cut- 
tere in Calgary in connection with 
some pier caps for steel columns to rest 
upon which will be used in the parlia- 
ment buildings here, 

It appears that there is a staff of 
granite cutters at work in Calgary up- 
on the land titles office, which is bein 
erected there by the government ani 
granite was being ahipped in to Cal- 
gary in car load lots for this work. The 
amount that was required for these 
Pier caps was squared off there and 
sent on to Edmonton, 

J am iniormed, however, that the 
total amount of wages paid in con- 
nection with the work which was done 
in these pier caps amounted to $100.75. 
That is the total amount of stone cut- 
ting that has been done in Calgary or 
that will be done in Calgary in con- 
nection with the parliament buildings 
at Edmonton,
